BJA GETS UNDER WAY 


Since the last issue of the Judson Journal 
two important series of training conferences 
related to the Baptist Jubilee Advance-- 
Second Year program have been conducted and 
@ third series will be going on across the 
denomination as this issue of Judson Journal 
comes from the press. At the time of writing 
this article there is every reason to be- 
lieve that even more churches will be taking 
part in the BJA this year than participated 
in the successful Year of Baptist Achieve- 
ment program held five years ago. 


ORIENTATION CONFERENCES 


The first testing of our program came when 
an interpretation of its purpose and empha- 
ses was made to pastors, chairmen of Boards 
of Christian Education and chairmen of Com- 
mittees on Evangelism. Such orientation 
conferences were held within reach of prac- 
tically every pastor in the American Baptist 
Convention. A large percentage of our 
churches were present to hear the story of 
what we are proposing to accomplish during 
the Baptist Jubilee Advance--Second Year. 


The Orientation Conference began with a 
thoughtful worship service "and Be Renewed," 
prepared by Paul L. Stagg. Then followed a 
discussion of the question "At what point or 
in what ways does the church need to be re- 
newed?" The answers to this question which 
were suggested in the various conferences, 
showed an amazing degree of uniformity and 
invariably corresponded with the Objectives 
of the BJA--Second Year program. This was a 
clear indication that the program planners 
had adopted objectives which were related to 
universally recognized needs. 


Upon leaving the Orientation Conferences 
persons were heard to make such remarks as: 


"This meets our needs exactly." 


"We had been thinking of developing a pro- 
gram along these same lines." 


"The brochure Listen! God Speaks is the best 
material of its kind that the denomination 
has ever produced." 


"This was the clearest interpretation of a 
denominational program we have ever had." 


"This is a tremendous program."

TRAINING ASSOCIATION COMMITTEES 


Staff members of the Division of Christian 
Education along with state and city direo- 
tors of Christian education conducted a 
training conference for association BJA Com- 
mittees, along with the help of state or 
city committee personnel. Most of these 
conferences were held for two or even three 
days. A strong sense of morale and common 
purpose was developed as well as a new 
understanding of their committee responsi- 
bilities. The Association BJA Committee 
will (1) interpret the program to the 
churches of the Association, particularly 
those not represented in the Orientation 
Conference, (2) promote attendance at the 
Training Conferences and the Coaching Con- 
ference to be held during the year, (3) make 
arrangements for the place of the Training 
Conferences including securing reservations 
for the meals and also participate in the 
Training Conferences as needed. 


The success of the Baptist Jubilee Advance-- 
Second Year, will depend in no large measure 
upon the commitment and faithfulness of as- 
sociation committee members. 


FIRST BJA TRAINING CONFERENCE 


Three hundred and seventy Training Confer- 
ences for local church committee members are 
now going on across the denomination from 
Maine to California. City, state, and na- 
tional personnel of Christian education and 
evangelism, along with some additional co- 
opted leaders, are furnishing the leadership 
for these programs. The purpose of the First 
Training Conference is --= 


(1) To interpret to each member of the local 
church BJA Committee his particular role and 
to furnish him with the needed resources. 


(2) To provide training on the conduct of 
Emphasis 1, "A Call to Bible Study, Read- 
ing, and Prayer in Home and Church," and 
Emphasis 2, "The Study and Appraisal of 
Church Groups." 


(3) To provide the churches with the printed 
resources needed for conducting Emphases 1 
and 2. 


(4) To encourage committee members to their 
participation in an inspirational fellowship 
with persons in other churches who carry 
similar responsibility. 


BJA PRINTED RESOURCES 


In order to make the materials to be used in 
the BJA available to churches at the lowest 
possible cost they are being distributed at 
the time of the Training Conference. All of 
those materials to be used in connection 
with Emphases 1 and 2 will be on hand at the 
First Training Conference and distributed to 
the churches at that time.

Each church will need additional copies 
depending upon their size and this extra 
quantity will be ordered later through the 
nearest American Baptist Book Store. 


Churches are urged to send their orders for 
these additional quantities at the earliest 
possible time in order to avoid any possi- 
bility of disappointment because of a last- 
minute shortage. Churches that submit their 
orders before August 1 can be assured that 
there will be adequate stock to fill their 
needs, This is an important consideration 
and should be taken seriously. In relation 
to several denominational programs, churches 
ordering at the last minute have been dis- 
appointed because demands for the material 
had exceeded expectations. If the full ex- 
tent of need can be kmown by mid-summer 
there will be time to reprint materials and 
make them available for use in the churches 
if such is required.

NEXT STEPS FOR THE ASSOCIATION CHAIRMAN 


MAY. The most important event in the month 

of May will be the Training Confer- 
ences for Boards of Christian Education at 
which you will be leading one of the siml- 
taneous conferences. Since it is assumed 
that you were at the Training Conference for 
Association Committees, you should have in 
hand the guidebook, "This We Can Do in the 
Baptist Jubilee Advance-- Second Year, Mis- 
sionary and Stewardship Education" for the 
program year 1960-1961. There are important 
Suggestions on the first two pages of this 
guidebook with respect to the relationship 
of missionary and stewardship education to 
the Baptist Jubilee Advance-- Second Year. 
Try to encourage all of the normal program 
of missionary and stewardship education pos- 
sible in each of the local churches. Every 
church should seek to expand its program 
every year by a little if possible. 


The Every Family Subscription Plan to MIS- 
SIONS MAGAZINE is a spring feature which you 
ought to encourage in all local churches. 
This is a successful plan by which a church 
may enroll all of its non-subscribing mem- 
bers at a special rate. 


This is the time to encourage churches to 
purchase their new mission study books for 
the year 1960-1961. During this month there 
will be distributed, either directly from 
the state or city office to the local church 
or through the service you can render as an 
association chairman, the leaflets which 
will list the books for the coming year. 
You will be particularly concerned with "Re- 
sources for the School of Missions" and 
"Friends Through Books." For about $40.00, 
a church can get one of each ofthe recom- 
mended books for both themes for all age 
groups. This item should be included in the 
budget of the Board of Christian Education 
as basic curriculum for its program of mis- 
sionary and stewardship education. 


JUNE. An increasing number of churches are 

setting up a chureh-wide planning 
conference during the month of June when the 
entire program of Christian education and, 
in fact, for the whole church is set up. 


The plans of the Board of Christian Educa- 
tion should be co-ordinated with those of 
other church agencies during this meeting. 
Missionary and stewardship education plans 
should be incorporated and made a part of 
this total church-wide plan. (This item is 
for your information and interpretation. ) 


JULY-AUGUST. Vacation time is a good time 
for reading when people have 
leisure, Try to encourage the reading of 


missionary and stewardship education books 
and attendance at missionary conferences 
where local church chairmen and prospective 
teachers of mission study classes may re- 
ceive training for their responsibilities, 


Reports will be gathered to cover the pro- 
gram year from September 1, 1959, to August 
31, 1960. Evaluation and report forms for 
distribution to the local churches will be 
sent in the near future. 


Association chairmen should receive the re- 
ports from the local church chairmen by Sep- 
tember 15 and should organize them and send 
the association report to the state chairman 
by September 30, The state chairman and the 
area director of Christian education will 
then prepare the area report to be sent to 
the national office. Let us try to have as 
nearly 100% report as is possible. 


SEPTEMBER, Check on plans for the World 
Fellowship Offering Project di- 
recting committees to the pastor for the ma- 
terials. This is an essential offering in 
the responsibility for our American Baptist 
World Mission. But it is also an important 
opportunity to educate the children, youth, 
and adults in the world-wide Christian wit- 


nesse 


Urge the local church Committee on Mission- 
ary and Stewardship Education to hold its 
first quarterly meeting during the month of 
September when plans should be laid for the 
fall and winter program.

It had been hoped that we might introduce a

This important theme needs to be kept before 
us constantly during Baptist Jubilee Advance 
--Second Year. BJA is not a program, it's a 
purpose. The programming is the vehicle to 
carry the real purpose, Renewal of the 
Church which is Imperative to Evangelism, 


Your immediate task, after the May Training 
Conference for BJA=--Second Year Committees, 
is two-fold. 


First, you will want to be sure your com- 
mittee is at full strength. Every member on 
the committee has a necessary function in 
order to set the condition for the Renewal 
of the Church. Where committee members are 
inactive, ask for new appointments or proxies 
to fill their place. Then you will want to 
call your committee together and hold regu- 
lar meetings as suggested in the General 
Chairman's guidebook. On pages 6 through 10 
are listed month by month agendas for BJA-- 
Second Year Committee meetings. By follow- 
ing these agendas closely and doing the as- 
signments on schedule, the program will un- 
fold and you will set the condition for the 
Renewal of the Church. 


Your second task is to orient the church on 
BJA--Second Year. We call your attention to 
page 10 in the General Chairman's guidebook. 
Here you will find a suggested procedure for 
"Informing the Church on BJA-- Second Year." 
If this orientation meeting can be held in 
May or June it will help the program to get 
off to a good start. Throughout the summer 
committee members will be enlisting the 
support of church members for the Every 
Family Visitation in September and for par- 
ticipation in the "Study and Appraisal of 
Church Groups." Before this enlistment can 
be done intelligently, the church will need 
to be informed concerning the entire program.

Dear Friends: 


I recently saw a preview ofa 
filmstrip which the American Baptists 
have produced in connection with 
their Jubilee Advance Program enti- 
tled "Let's Face It." The filmstrip 
tells the story which not only Bap- 
tists but all Protestant Christians 
would be well advised to know. Based 
on the research studies of Dr. Richard 
A. Myers, staff member of the Church 
Federation of Greater Chicago, the 
filmstrip presents convincing evi- 
dence of what it is that makes a 
church grow. 


After studying many different 
factors Dr. Myers discovered that (1) 
average Sunday church school attend- 
ance and (2) an adequate number of 
small face-to-face groups to serve 
the needs of the people are the most 
significant factors which contribute 
toachurch's continuing growth. Peo- 
ple come regularly to Sunday church 
school if there is something vital 
taking place and there is more like- 
ly to be something vital taking place 
if the groups provided are small 
enough to enable the participants to 
learn to know each other in intimate 
relationships. 


These findings have great meaning 
for those of us who are involved in 
the work of Christian education. May 
I suggest that you plan to show this 
filmstrip to all your church school 
workersS.ee It is an audio visual 
piece which you will want to add to 
your filmstrip collection for peri- 
odic showing to church school teach- 
ers, parents groups, youth fellow- 
ships, and the like.
